products. It was a splendid advertise­ 
ment for Missouri products and at­ 
tracted wider attention throughout the 
United States 
than any

fair. 
The total receipts from all sources, 
including gate admissions, entry fees 
and concessions, amounted to $25,6 42.- 
13, an excess of $6 ,505.45 over the re­ 
ceipts of the 19 04 fair. This showing 
is very gratify ing 
to the directors 
of the fair, and, according to Secretary 
John R. Rippey , there will be a sur­ 
plus in the treasury , after all premi­ 
ums and expenses are paid, of more 
than $6 ,000. 
Mr. Hugh Mansur, of Chillicothc, 
who was superintendent of the gates 
during the fair, has not y et made his 
report to Secretary Rippey , and the 
daily paid attendance is not obtain­ 
able.

admissions, 
however, it*is believed, were in ex­ 
cess of any previous fair. 
The live stock show was the great 
feature of the 19 05 fair, and the fol­ 
lowing statistics shows the Interest 
tak en in Missouri and adjoining states 
In live stock :

side. 
Several of th ese trees h ave at­ 
tained th e h eigh t of 
150 feet, and 
th eir trunks are limbless from fifty 
to eigh ty feet from th e ground. Th ese 
primeval wh ite pines are declared i sy 
scientists to be more th an a th ousandl 
y ears old, and are still m a h ealth F 
condition. 
If th e state of New Hampsh ire can­ 
not secure th is tract for a forest pre­ 
serve, th e government ough t to do so- 
With trees of later growth , intelligent 
forestry can be conserved by refores- 
tration after intelligent cutting.
